The House of Representatives 
to- 


day confirmed the conference report 
on the Omnibus Bill after a lively fight 
lead by Congressman New lands on the 
floor. 
By its provisions the Nevada 


wai claims are referred to the Trea- 
sury Depaitment for accounting and 
allowance 


The passage of this bill was due to 


the pei-bonal efforts of Representative 
Nev. lands.
